Dr* Theodore F. Childs, Chainnan of the Division of Allied Healt^i and 

^ Professor at Tuskege^' Institute in Tuskegee, VMabama and former director of 

the Special Sei:yices Program at Long Island University, Brooklyn, New York, ^ 

has been a* leading innovator since 1966 iij the^evelopment of college and 

university special services for students who "are handicapped.

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. Visual Impairment Stiould Be No Barrier 

In Tecf^ation people' should cfo what they waiit to do. Disability should 
be no barrier. Non-disabled people assume that blind should not or will not 
want to go to the movies, to ski, to play golf, to paint or to do a hundred 
other activities that seem highly correlated with the ability, to see. How- 
^ever, blind do attend movies^, do'^skit do play golf, d6 paint and do a hundred 
things ^here in ipne ws^y^or anotjjeif a creative adaptation is made to or for 
tlie visual impainaent. It s^otud be' noted that visual impairment is not an 
absolute single condition. The degree of visual impairmehjt varies as much as 
height ror body contours and this is taken into account in' adaptation.
